NEW YORK, April 27.—A cable to 


the Sun from Manila says: The opera- 
tions against the insurgents were re- 
sumed with undiminiahed activity and 
vigor this morning and with small loss 
to the Americans. The Filipinos were 
driven to San Fernando, about nine or 
ten miles to the northwest of Calum- 
pit, where they remain- ac present. 


.Tie day's fighting was marked by 


another American, deed of daring, 
which 'had much to do with the defeat 
of the rebels. The fighting began as 
soon as there was light enough"'to 'per- 
mit effective firing. The .battle was be- 
tween Gen. Wheaton's brigade, which 
.was on, the south bank of the Rio 
Grande de la Panpanga, and a strong 
force of insurgents on the north bank 
of the river. The Filipinos used old 
muzzle-Joading cannon, -but failed to 
do any execution with them. The en- 
emy were in a strongly intrenched po- 
sition, and the fire from our artillery 
•failed-to penetrate their defenses; con- 
sequently the 'battle was waged chiefly 
by the infantry. The Filipinos appar- 
ently suffered little loss from our rifle 
fire, and the prospect of dislodging 
them -was not very bright, as the river 
prevented our troops from 
mfth-tng

At 10 o'clock the insurgents still held 


their three miles of trenches along the 
river. At this time Col. Funston, of 
the Twentieth Kansas Regiment, de- 
termined that it was necessary to give 
our men an opportunity to get into 
closer quarters. ,He called for volun- 
teers to cross the river, and a number 
of his men responded. Two men were 
finally selected, and they Jumped into 
the river and swam across with the ob- 
ject of establishing means for an Am-

The blg-hest estimate made by Gen. 
Otis of the number of men required in 
the PhUlppiines is 30,000.

In ad- 
dition to the Thirteenth Infantry, the 
Seventh and Twenty-fifth

The United States cruiser Badger, 


having on, board the three commissions 
to Samoa from the United States, Ger- 
many and Great Britain, arrived from 
San Francisco at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, seven days out, having sailed 
from that port at 10:30 a, m. April 
26th. She brought no mail and but 
few newspapers as It was thought by 
the post office authorities in San 
Francisco that the Coptic would arrive 
in Honolulu before the Badger. 


The Badger was (formerly the Ward 


line steamship Yunrarl, running from 
New York to Havana and Vera Cruz. 
She has a tonnage of 4784 tons, is 336 
feet long'and 17 feet draught. She was 
purchased toy the Government at the 
beginning of the war, armed with six 
5-inch guns and six rapid-firing guns, 
and was in the auxiliary fleet around 
Cuba all through the "war. She carries 
210 officers, marines and blue Jackets.

The result of the experiment is an or- 
der to the Holt Manufacturing Com- 
pany for the construction of a horse- 
less carriage, which is to be coupled 
to a three-sealed stage that will be 
able to whisk over California roads at 
a rate of eighteen miles an hour 


The experiment was made wtth the 


automobile, or horseless wagon, be- 
longing to Holt Bros., which has be- 
come a familiar Bight on the streets of 
this city. The automobile was coupted 
to the regular stage which Mr. Lewie 
drives out to Stockton every morning, 
the power was applied and with five 
passengers bound for Clements, Sut- 
ter Creek and Jackson the stage start- 
ed. Tbe horseless carriage made good 
time along the streets of Stockton and 
well out on the Waterloo road, but It 
was found that the stage was too 
great a load for the t*ro and a half 
horse-power engine which propelled the 
automobile, the best time that could be 
made toeing about five miles an hour 
The four-horse team could make seven 
miles an <hour, and It was substituted 
before Waterloo was reached. 


The experiment was sufficiently suc- 


cessful, however, to show that the 
horseless carriage can be profitably 
used on work of the kind. The result 
is the order for the heavier machine, 
with eighteen miles an hour ta the 
speed specification. It will be used as 
a mo-tire power as far as Clements, 
but horses will be used on the steeper

After draw 
Ing this broad distinction between the 
function of journalists and that ol exec 
uuve statesmen, Reeve went on to aay 
that, "In this (particular case I further 
see advantage from the course of a fair 
and Independent Judgment on those af- 
fairs, li will not, perhaps, be forgotten 
by France, when her press recovers 
its voice and her real leaders their 
power, that the public opinion of Eng- 
land protested with indignation against 
the violence done to her neighbor; and 
as I believe this eclipse of liberty in 
France to be as ephemeral as It is vio- 
lent, it would be a permanent source 
of resentment abroad if this conn try 
had not expressed what every free peo- 
ple must feel on such an occasion. Nor 
Is it, in my opinion, useless or unneces- 
sary to keep alive in England a strong 
feeling on this subject This nation is 
a good deal enervated by a long peace, 
by easy habits of intercourse, by peace 
societies and false economy. To sur- 
mount the dangerous consequences of 
such a state, the Government will re- 
quire the support of (public opinion, 
and that can only be obtained by con- 
vincing our countrymen of the truth 
that we have now a dangerous and 
'aithless neighbor. Happen what may, 
there is nothing so important as to sus- 
tain a tone of moral independence and 
a clear judgment among the people of 
England, who will grudge no sacrifices 
if they are convinced that the prto- 
ciples they cherish are even indirectly 
threatened from abroad." Lord Gran- 
ville acknowledged that the principles 
laid down 'by Reeve were sound. "Your 
letter," he said, "is able and unanswer- 
able. I have no doubt that what the 
Times says is right, and that if is jusT 
tified in saying it." Reeve's letter and 
Lord Granville's were laid before De- 
lane, the editor of the Times, who thor- 
oughly approved of the position taken 
that a journalist's duty Is not Identical 
with a Minister's. The two may have 
the same object in, view, but their 
means of attaining it are, necessari'y.

My Dear Sir:—Referring to jronr re- 


to be informed in regard to my 


efforts to obtain in this market vege- 
tables for the use at the U. S, Army 


my opinion as to the possibility o 


producing such vegetables on the 
Islands, I would eaj: 


Immediately 
upon assuming the 


duties of my office at this station in 
August last, being the first, and up to 
the present time, the only officer as 
signed to the duty, I- made 
efforts 


which hare been repeated from time to 
time to obtain native potatoes, onions 
and cabbage, in fact fresh vegetabl 
of all kinds. In no case, however 
bare my efforts met -with any appre- 
ciable success. Potatoes, onions, cab- 


and other small vegetables are 


cultivated to a limited extent on al 
the Islands that I have visited; but 
owing to the fact.that the sugar indus- 
try has overshadowed all others, their 
cultivation and production is almosi 
wholly in the bands of Chinamen. 


None of them appear to be of as good 


quality as are imported from the main- 
land, and the quantity has never been 
'equal to the demands of local planta- 
tions, both the Army and the citizens 
relying principally upon the importa- 
tions. 


From what I have seen, however, 1 


telieve there are many localities ami 
plenty of available space, where they 
might be successfully cultivated, and it 
is possible, too, that with better seed, 
the grades would be greatly improved, 
and that with Government encourage- 
ment a class of market gardners might 
*e induced to settle here and cultivate 
those tracts of land not ot&erwise em- 
ployed, and suitable for the purpose. 


At the same time I should note that 
ny attention has been called to the fact 
that several large land owners on 
islands adjacent to this, have tried the 
«iltivation of vegetables for this mar- 
ket, but, owing to what, they claim, 
are extortionate rates of transporta- 
tion, by steamers plying between the 
Islands they .have 'been unable to make 
the experiment^ success.

WASHINGTON, April 2L—The first 


American census of Hawaii will be one 
of the features of the present admin- 
istration of the Census Bureau, Pre- 
liminary work; has already begun. 
Government officiate in the Hawaiian 
Islands have 'been 'communicated with 
in reference to the appointment of a 
supervisor. This official will be an 
American resident of the Islands, and 
t is understood the enumerators, over 
whom he will have supervision,. wiH 
>e natives. 


It is the understanding of the offl 


cers of the census that the popula- 
tion of the Islands is approximately 
110,000, divided among the different 
races as follows: 
* 


Hawalians and mixed blood, 39,000; 


Japanese, 25,000; CSUnese,. 21,600; Por- 
tuguese, 15,000; Americans, 4000; Brit- 
ish, 2250;. Germans and other Euro- 
peans, 2000; Polynesians and miscel- 
laneous, 1250. 


These people are distributed among 


the Islands as follows: Hawaii, 33,285; 
Mani, 17,726; Oahu, 40,205; Kanai, K,- 
228; Molokal, 2307; Lanal, 105; Niihau 
164. 


One of the interesting features of the 


Hawaiian census will be the enttmera 
tion of lepers. It is presumed that no 
all the Jepera have been isolated, and 
the census will seek to develop accurate 
and reliable information concerning the 
status of the disease. 


One of the alms of the insular census 


will be to gather statistics as to H 
literacy in the Islands. The census wil 
show a great deal of valuable matter 
concerning, trade and commerce of th< 
Islands. At present the Islands grow 
export and sell more than fl5,000,00( 
worth of produce annually. 


It is the belief among .those who pre- 


side over the census that the commerce 
of these Islands will eventually assume 
vast proportions. Th« exports of sugar 
from Hawaii to 1896 amounted in 
value to f!4,932,172, while all other ex- 
ports together, including rice, coffee, 
bananas, wool, -hides and pineapples, 
only amounted to $583,053.

California Senator Would Send 


Lepers to this Country. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21— In 


view of the agitation against the re- 
construction of the Peethouae at Twen- 
ty-sixth and De Haro 'streets, Mayor 
Phelan nas deemed it proper to make 
public Ms correspondence with Senator 
Perkins, to whom he addressed a letter 
on April 1st, asking him to use tote 
influence to secure permission from the 
Federal authorities to transfer the lep- 
ers to the settlement a* MolokaL 


In reply Senator Perkins stated that 


he concurred in the views of the Mayor 
that the support of the lepers was an 
unjust burden upon the people of San 
Francisco, and gave assurances of bis 
co-operation in the effort to effect their 
removal. 
He was Inclined to the 


opinion, however, that the Federal 
authorities would decline to grant the. 
desired permission on tie ground that 
the Hawaiian laws were still and would 
be 4n full force and effect until Con- 
gress shall (have provided the necessary 
egislatlon for the government of the 
new territory. The Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the President, which visited 
the islands last year, he stated, have 
formulated a bill -for their territorial 
government, which tod been introduc- 
ed into boa branches of Congress and 
referred to committees. Until this bill 
becomes a law Senator Perkins is of 
the opinion thai the object in view 
cannot be attained; but when the reso- 
lution shall (have been adopted he gives 
his assurance that the matter will be 
presented to President McKinJey.

wrights are only dragging out a pre- 
carious existence with the toelp of all 
the local work, and if they depended 
entirely on the seagoing vessels they 
simply could not exlet at all, and as 
for the business of (furnishing pro- 
visions and stores, one very small store 
•would not have very much trouble In 
supplying the demands of all the ves- 
sels in ithe harbor. This Is not as it 
should be. The vessels in the Hono- 
lulu and Pacific Coast trade making, as 
most of them are, a handsome living 
out of that trade, every penny of which 
comes from Honolulu, ought to be 
willing to do what they can to help 
along those who make it possible for 
them to enjoy this lucrative trade. 


To the objection that the price for 


everything Is higher than at San Fran- 
cisco or elsewhere on the Pacific coast, 
the answer may 'be that iiaturally 
enough it is so—the vessel ihas received 
her freight which, in some instances, 
is much more than the merchant's 
profit on the same goods—and it Is not 
much wonder if toy the time the mer- 
chant has the goods in -his store the 
costs have, run up so that 'he cannot 
afford to sell them at less than. 25 per 
cent above San Francisco prices. 


It is a cold blooded business propo- 


sition I "know—to buy always In the 
cheapest market, and I am told 'that 
some of our shipmasters nave positive 
orders from their [managing owners 
to buy nothing whatever in Honolulu 
that they can possibly get along with- 
out—and this line of vessels is the best, 
supported of any that comes to Hono1- 
lulu.
